from the Perambaloor constituency of that House of Shri Palaniyandi, resident of Dahniapuram, 
Trichinopoly District.

Palaniyandi, Hindu, Mirasdar, aged 35 years, residing at Dalmia- 
puram, Trichinopoly District, 

(2) . V. Bhoovaragaaami Padayachi, Hindu, Mirasdar, aged 35 years, residing at Madha- 
nathur Udayarpalayam taluk, Trichinopoly District. 

(3) . Mannar Mannan, Hindu, Mirasdar, aged about' 32 years, residing at Naduvasal, Peta- 
mbaloor taluk, Tricliinopoly District. 

As the petitioner is not aware of the father’s name of the above respondents, the same is not 

given. 

HI, The petitioner and the respondents were the contesting candidates for the Peramba- 
loor Parliamentary Constituency. The election was held on 4th March 1957. The petitioner 
stood as an independent candidate, rst respondent stood on the Congress ticket, The other 
respondents contested tlie election as independent candidates. After counting of votes the 
results were announced on Bth March 1957. Sri Palaniyandi, the ist respondent got 1,12,497 
votes, Sri V, Bhoovaragasami Padayachi, the 2nd respondent jgot 47,133 votes, Sri Mannar 
Mannan 3rd respondent got 43,983 votes, and the petitioner got 27,165 votes. The number of 
invalid votes were r6. The total number of votes In that constituency are 4,42,510 and the total 
number of votes recorded was, 2,30,778. The 1st respondent was declared duly elected. 

IV. Petitioner submits that the election of the ist respondent is wholly void and Uablo 
to be set aside for the following reasons : 

(i). Bribery.—(a), ist respondent and his agents procured votes for the ist respondent 
by offering eight annas to each voter. 

(6). rst respondent and his agents offered one rupee to each voter to refrain them from 
coming to the polling booths and cast their votes in the said election. 

(c) Huge amounts were paid to each village by the ist respondent and his agents to pro¬ 
cure votes for the ist respondent. 

(d) The Congress party being at the helm of power at the Government of Madras, wlrh 

a view to procure votes for their party candidates, issued an order before the election offering 
to pay Rs, 28j/- to each Harijan. But the payments were made after the election so as to escape 
from the provisions of S. 123 of the Central Act 43 of 1951.T his coveted offer won many of thg 
Harijan votes for the ist respondent. This offer prevented the Ilarijans from freely exerdsin^ 
their franchise. “ 

(2). Feeding. —In many of the villages the ist respondent and his agents procured votes 
by feeding the voters with meals, tiffin and tea. 

(31 Systematic appeal. —The systematic appeal by the Chief Minister Sri KamaraJ Nadar 
on behalf of tlie ist respondent by visiting many of the villages accompanied by many Government 
and Revenue Officials,— to the electors to vote only for the let respondent and not to vote for the 
petitioner or other respondents— made the voters to vote for the tst respondent. 

(4) . Use of conveyances. —1st respondent and his agents engaged several cars and carts fot 
hire for carrying voters to the polling booths for voting and to bring them back from the polling 
booths to their villages. 

(5) Working of the village Kamams, Talayaris and Thotties. —^The ist respondent and h^® 
agents procured votes in many of the villages with the aid and able assistance of the Kamama 
Talayaris and Thotties. 

(6) , False Accounting. —^The ist respondent spent more than 30,000/- rupees in the said 
election and he has not submitted true and correct account. 

V, Non-compliance with the provisions of Rules and Orders. —^Polling stations were not 
located within a radioua of 3 miles as per Government orders and voters of many of the villages 
have to cover up more than 4 to 7 mnes from their village to the polling booths. On account 
of this many of the voters who wanted to vote, were not able to exercise of their franchise in 
favour of the petirioner. 

VI. Security deposit of Rs. 1000/- as required under S. 117 of Act 43 of 1951 has been de¬ 
posited by the petitioer and the receipt is also enclosed herewith. 

VH. In the circumstances the petitioner humbly prays that the Election Tribunal may 
be pleased to declare that the election of the rst respondent is void and direct the ist respondent 
to ^ pay the cost of the petition to the petitioner.
